SUBJECT: July 7th Anniversary 


The 4th Anniversary of the Outbreak of Lukuochiao 
Incident (1937), which- fell on July 7th, 1941, passed 
off quietly without any untoward incidents. A small 
quantity of propagenda literature of a national 
Salvation and anti-Japanese and anti-Wang Ching Wei 
nature wes Surreptitiously disseminated between Juiy 4 
and 7, in various districts in the Settlement and also 
in the French Concession. It consisted of a number of 
handwritten and printed slips with slogans urging the 
people to support the wer of resistance. 

The slips together with translation are attached 
hereto. 

The pro-Nanking Government elements observed the 
anniversary with posters bearing Slogans of a pro-Wang 
Ching Wei nature being posted in the Wester District, 
0.O0.L., Nantao, Pootung and Chapei. No demonstrations 
were conducted. 

The iron gates aiong the boundary between Nantao 
and French Concession were closed on July 7, but free 
passice was allowed for a short interval of two hours 
from 5 aaem. to 7 a.m. The gates were re-opened at 
1 a.m. July 8. 

Two male Chinese were arrested, one by the 
Municipal Police on July 6 and the other by the French 
Police on July 4, for distributing handbills of a 
national salvation nature on the occasion of the July
